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YAUMATI AFFAIR. 


Crowd Besieges Police 
_ Station. 


An exciting incident toak place 
at Yaumati on Wednesday nigor, 
when an angry mob for the space 
of over an hour besieged the 
Police Station and generally 
bevaved in anch, a manner as to 
Place the distriat, fora time at 
least, out of the control of the 
handtul of police stationed in the 
locality. 

It appears thet -an Indian 
constablo had an allercation with 
a Chinese, over what point it is 
hard to discover, in viaw of con- 
licting reporta. Boutin one quar- 
ter itis alleged that the Indian 
orched into « Chinese, and. on 
the latter, protesting, struck the 
roan so sevetely as to arouse 
the ire of other Chinese in 
the atreat. They collected in 
hondreds and wonld have as 
sauited the Indian had he not 
fled and taken’ refoge in 
a Chinese doctor's residence. Oa 
berng forced to give up this 
sanctuary. he ran tothe Police 
Station, still pursoed by tha 
crowd. Marters then took onan 
ugly aspect. The Station wes 
besieged by a growing crowd of 
Cinese, and the polise io the 
station had their hands fall in 
preventing it from being invaded 
when a telephone message -was 
sent over to the Water Police 
Station and to the Centra! Station 
for reinforcements. As s result, 
saven or sight Exropean police 
officers, under command of Mr. 
T. E. King. were dispatched to 
the scene. They wore joined by a 
force f about forty police officers 
from Headquarters..who were led 
by Mr. ‘PP. P. J. Wodehouse. 
Attempts were made to pacify. the 
crowd, who by .this time had 
taken to throwing stones at the 
windows of the .station, bat it 
was not until a baton charge was 
made that the crawd, which 
numbered about five hundred. 
dispersed. Three Europsas 
police officers, we are informed, 
were bic in the face by flying 
missiles. 

Before this. the man who was 
injured in the quarrel with the 
Indian gas taken to the Police 
Station and subsequently removed 
tothe Hospital when the distur- 
bance had d:c? down. Ac arrest 
was made 67. the police, the 
prisoner being¥2 man against 
whom it was alleged that he was 
one of the gang who threw atones. 
This wan was subsequently re- 
leased on the discovery that there 
waa not enoug? evidence to sup. 
port the charge. . 

Mr. King. whom our reporter 
interviewed this morning, gave 
the following brief accornt of the 
affair:—"The incident started 
through a quarrel between a 
Chinese and an Indian constable 
who wes in mofti and off duty. 
Blows were struck. Both parties 
were brought to the PoliceStation, 
and ea crowd. followed them. The. 
Chinese who wasinjured was sent 
to Hospi @ case wi 
heard before the Megistrate. 
There will probably be a counter- 
summons.”

At the afternoon hearing an 
Indian constable, stationed .in 
Shumshuipo, stated that cn the 
morning of the Srd inst he was, 
with eight Indian constables, pre- 
venting a crowd ef Chinese from 
passing at the Waterworks. They 
held back the crowd by holding 
their rifles down horizontally. 
He was pushed back for three or 
four feet, but the crowd did not 
assault him. His instroctions 
were net to strike the crowd. 
After about fifteen minutes’ strug- 
Hng the constables reeeived orders 
so stand aside and allow the 
Chinese to proceed. 

Examined by Mr. Shenton, the 
constable said that several of the 
;constables who did not understand 
the order continued struggling and 
were pushed back by the crowd 
for 30 or 40 feet

INDIAN UNREST. 


That the situation in India at the moment is such as 
to give cause for a measure of anxiety there can be no 
doubt. But that itis so.grave as sone hysterical writers 

would have us believe is a conclusion not warranted by a 
close study of prevailing conditions. The revolutionary 
elements are ‘making things uncowfortable. undoubtedly, 
bat whilst it would be foolhardy to minimise the effect of 
their activities. there is another side to the picture Which 
is not given the prominence that it might Le. We refer to 
the strong support being given to established authority by 
the bulk of the law-abiding citizens of the Indian Empire. 
who are fully conscious of the folly of the revolutionaries 
in attempting to force reforms by means which are repellent 
to all but fanatics aod extremists. The trouble-makers it 
India to-day are in a decided minority: the mischief is 
that, like most minorities, they attract much notice by 
reason of the noise aud clawour which they set up. Lord 
Reading recently declared that there was much misconcep- 
tion prevalent regarding the position of the Government 
of India, adding: ‘ There-is to-day a natural and legiti- 
matie desire on the part of the vast raajority of the people 
that the law should be-respected and observed.” We are 
quite prepared to accept his word for that. 
Jf it were the British habit to wield power in ap 
altogether autocratic manner, we can conceive that very 
” ‘Tittle. would be heard of Indian unrest, or of unrest 
+ E—a BY oF Bd a imi 
Tt is the British way to concede a large measure of free- 
dom. both in speech and writing, to all types of opinion. 
The consequence is that agitators tnake their views known 
far and wide, and, what is worse, they abuse the 
privileges which they enjoy. This yuestion of holding the 
balance fairly as between the liberty of the subject and 
established authority was recently. well expressed by the 
Viceroy when he said :—"* We have no destre to interfere 
with the latful activities of political parties, however 
opposed to us, but, although we are most anxious to re- 
dress all legitimate grievances and to remove the grounds 
of popular discontent. yet we cannot allow any political 
activity to impose its will upon the country by violence, 
intimidation, coercion or other untawful means.” That is 
sound policy, and itis as good for Hongkong. the United 
Kingdom, aud South Africa as it is for India. , 
The trouble is, of course, that when a 


) Government, 
moves against sedition-mongers and the like it lays itself 
open to cheap criticiam and taunts by those who pose as 

- the only people who know anything about democracy bat 
who in reality are not even acquainted with the true mean- 

_ ing of the term. The Government of India, like most 
‘< other Governments. bas often been criticised for abusing 
its power, but it has just as often been attacked’ for not 
sufficiently exercising it. The lesson from this is that io 

- India, and throughout the Empire generally, local- prob- 
lems are best Teft to those op tbe spot. And uilless the 
Imperial. Government learns to take that view, the rum- 
blings of Empire unrest will grow louder’ rather than
